Homemakers Savor Worldly Flavor

Outagamie County Home- 


makers, 250 strong, turned out 
on the first slippery night of 
the new winter season Tues- 
day for their International 
Night Program at Black Creek 
Community Hall. 


Miss Lenore Landry, cloth- 


ing specialist at the University 
of Wisconsin, was guest speak- 
er at the event. She told of 
her summer trip to Far East- 
ern nations, where she spent 
seven weeks with a group of 
13 women from all over the 
U.S. under the sponsorship of 


the 
University of Hawaii. 


The women received a 10- 
week orientation course be- 
fore the trip. Since returning, 
Miss Landry has spoken to 
60 groups, including more than 
5,000 women, showing slides 
of Japan, Okinawa, India, Tai- 


wan, the Philippines, Saigon, 
Singapore, Thailand and Hong 
Kong. 


The speaker includes in her 


talks comments on food, hous- 
ing, 
crafts, the countryside, 


the people, fabrics and cul- 
tural arts. Although the pro- 


gram began at 8 p.m., the 
exhibits were ready for view- 
ing at 4 p.m., so that home- 
makers could take their time 
looking over the articles. 


Miss Landry told of the Jap- 


anese people's deep Idve of 
family, and of how the na- 
tion is becoming westernized. 
Four of five homes have tele- 
vision, second in number only 
to the U.S. There is also much 
television in the Philippines, 
she said, noting that it is in- 
congruous to see an antenna 
coming from a thatched roof, 
The speaker took note of traf- 
fic problems in many Far 
Eastern nations, saying there 
appears to be no order on the 
highways. 


Miss Landry showed silk 


from Thailand, where it is 
known for its flowing color 
and texture. She explained 
that this is from the warp 
and woof threads being dif- 
ferent, so that, depending on 
the light, the fabric varies in 
appearance. She showed some 
of the fabric used for uphol- 
stery, carved ivory earrings, 
and examples of damascine— 
wire embedded in glassware 
to form a design.

Our ambassador to Viet Nam, General 


Maxwell Taylor, has been criticized for sug- 
gesting that the only way to win the war 
In Viet Nam is to expand it. But it is high 
time that Americans faced up to the ap- 
parently hopeless attrition. General Tay- 
lor's remarks were in welcome contrast to 
the voice of optimism we had been hear- 
ing quite regularly from Secretary of De- 
fense Robert McNamara every time he 
came back from Saigon. 


The truth has been that we haven't been 


winning that war for a long time. It began 
to show before the downfall of President 
Diem when the contrast between the easy 
living wealthy Vietnamese and their miser- 
able cousins in the jungles and hills was 
voted. American officials apparently never 
even suspected the plot against Diem and 
the only thing they have been able to offer 
In the variety of governments the country 
has had since is a fading hope that some 
measure of stability might just turn up. 


American forces were sent to Viet Nam 


because the people were supposedly will- 
ing to fight for freedom and their nation. 
But that belief is now in doubt. The peas- 
ants in the jungles are generally too mis- 
erable to care about ideology unless it 
promises them something or threatens 
them. And so far the Viet Cong have been 
doing a better job of both. Capable village 
and district leaders are killed off by the 
Viet Cong. Some of the Vietnamese army 
officers are reportedly very capable but 
the majority of the troops have to be con- 
scripted by a process that can only be 
called shanghaiing. 


Joseph Kraft suggests "A Way Out of 


Viet Nam" in Harper's. But unfortunately 
Kraft sees nothing dangerous about a coali- 
tion government including Communists. 
He argues that maybe the Communists 
wouldn't dominte or if they did. maybe 
Hanoi wouldn't control them or if it did 
maybe the Chinese wouldn't be pulling the 
strings. Obviously he hasn't gone far 
enough in his iffing. 


But Kraft does accurately point out that, 


"the American purpose has never been to 
keep Communists out of the Saigon govern- 
ment. . . The purpose has been to provide 
a barrier against the extension of Chinese 
power, and the collapse of other regimes 
in Southeast Asia that would follow a 
Chinese take-over." To that end, therefore, 
our military and diplomatic forces should 
be aimed. 


Negotiating it this point, while we ire 


losing, means defeat. The Viet Cong would 
rightly consider it a victory and undoubted- 
ly invite in North Vietnamese and Red Chi- 
nese. In order to negotiate a situation which. 
would leave the Vietnamese in the south 
free to fight out their own governmental 
problems, we must have military successes. 
Our present course in the south does not 
seem able to create them. The alternative 
is to strike at the northern military cen- 
ters. PT boat bases, the supply routes if 
possible. Such strikes should be quick, 
severe and unannounced. And they should 
immediately be followed with offers to 
negotiate with the implied threat that 
otherwise the war will go on in its long 
drawn out course in the south but now 
always with the threat of renewed attacks 
on the north. 


We came to negotiation in Korea. It 


has not meant unification of Korea as yet 
or a reduction of Communist influence in 
the north or the withdrawal of all Amer- 
ican forces in the south. But the fighting 
ended. South Korea has so far successfully 
survived some severe changes in its own 
government and perhaps the United States 
has come to realize that our particular 
form of free government, so essential to 
us, is not necessarily always the right thing 
for all peoples at all times. 


What makes a people fight? We have 


argued that the Laotians are gentle, peace- 
ful people and that's why they don't oppose 
the Pathet Lao. but the latter are Laotian 
as well. President Diem and all his suc- 
cessors have not been able to arouse the 
enthusiasm 
and patriotism 
essential to 


winning a war. But the Vietnamese were 
vicious fighters in their destruction of the 
French 
colonial masters. 
Whatever 
is 


needed is so far definitely lacking. 


Perhaps 
in the 
continued struggle 


around the uorld between Communists and 
the free nations, the United States should 
come to consider more carefully the conse- 
quences of our moving into areas far away. 
The Soviet Union was caught in such fool- 
ishness in Cuba and has shown reluctance 
to back Communist regimes that appear 
to have little chance of permanent success. 


Viet Nam did look like a good risk when 


we first sent our troops But we now have 
a tiger by the tail and the dilemma is ap- 
parent in the lack of agreement on what 
to do in Washington.

The United States Supreme Court has 


probably confounded some of its more 
vitriolic critics who have complained that 
the court is systematically legislating us 
into an atheistic Communist society. Last 
week the Court refused to review the deci- 
sion of a lower court that reciting the 
Pledge Of Allegiance is constitutional even 
though it includes the words "one nation 
under God " 


The Court gave no reason for its re- 


fusal to review. Presumably it felt this 
was not a pertinent constitutional issue. 
Its decision once more buttresses the point 
of view that the public schools cannot or- 
der religious exercises but that the pres- 
ence of a Supreme Being can be acknowl- 
edged as part of our right to freedom of 
worship.

Teen-Age Code 


Various local organizations in Warwick,
